What’i new in cemeteries? 
Well, if y ou are really a ceme­ 
tery 
connoisseur, there are 
a 
couple of interesung ones here by 
this centur>'-old former Army post 
where “ Blackjack” Pershing, later 
a famous general, earned his nick­ 
name play ing cards. 
Some people like hospitals. Some 
like night clubs. Some like ceme­ 
teries. 
I’m 
a cemetery man 
my self, 
and 
I suppose most people are. 
Night clubs cost loo much. Hospit­ 
als make y ou nervous. But nothing 
gives y ou a better prospective on 
the importance of life than a visit 
to a cemetery . No other place is 
as restful. Oiily in a cemetery do 
the dead generally have to pay an 
admission fee while the living can 
enter and leave free. 
The 
elder 
cemeteries of 
the 
eastern 
section 
of the 
United 
States are usually well - cared 
for. But they are also often primly 
trimmed and patterned and have 
a caught-as-it-is-forever look, as a 
flower imprisoned in glass does. 
The 
two cemeteries 
here 
are 
somewhat careless and unkempt. 
They wear their grass long in­ 
stead of trim and tidy . They have 
a frontier down-to-earth expres - 
Sion, if y ou can think of ceme­ 
teries as having individual expres­ 
sions. .And of course they —just as 
trees and people and pigeons do. 
The bigger 
cemetery 
is the 
newer one. 
More 
than 
half 
a 
century ago the Army post was 
turned into a national hospital for 
tubercular members of the Ameri­ 
can Merchant .Marine. 
It .seems, apart from the bene­ 
fit of climate, an odd place to 
cure sailors homesick for seas far 
away . But t he 
vista of bending 
grass on rolling hills reaching to 
distant mountains gives one the 
feeling of being aboard a .ship 
straining toward a high shore. 
Many of the 9 51 mariners buried 
here must have thought of this 
before they died an inland death. 
Most of the graves have lost the 
identity of a name and carry only 
the tag of a numbered stone. No­ 
body cared to index them but the 
government. A few graves have 
rude, weathered woo<len 
crosses 
adorned with a 
faded hand 
- 
carved 
anchor. 
Many 
of 
those 
with names 
bear 
Scandinavian 
names. 
In a separate corner, lined up 
forever, rest four sailors from the 
imprisoned crew of the German 
raider 
Graf 
Spec, 
scuttled off 
South America early in the second 
World War. 
I>oes any fraulem still womier 
what happened to Herman Neu- 
hoff, bom Aug. 8. 19 10; or Otto 
Zeitsch. born April 1, 19 10? Well, 
here they tarry , eternal class 
mates, under the Iron Cross and 
burgeoning cactus plants. 
The 
older 
cemetery 
is 
the 
sm aller one. It must have been 
started shortly after the fort was 
established in 1855. 
Here are buried 
a number of 
cavaliwmen w'ho rode to death to 
make the frontier safe. But time 
has destroy ed most of their head­ 
stones. Who knows what man lies 
below, and how he died, and why ? 
Their true monument; The great 
wide West itself. 
Hospitably interred with them 
are a few civilian pioneers. There 
is also a small, boy ’s size grave, 
lovingly outlined with pebbles, and 
bearing 
a 
head.stone 
that say s 
simply ; “Charles.” The grave is 
sunken, 
but flowers 
still 
bloom 
upon 
it. Somebody 
remembers 
Charles. 
As I walked toward the gate a 
dove wh i rre d up with a soft- 
feathered thunder. I saw two small 
eggs in the nest she had made in 
the dry parched grass, and knew 
thav as soon as I was gone she 
would return to that nest, and that 
out of this old home of death new 
life would hatch and fly . 
A cemetery is a pleasant place 
—if y ou aren’t in a hurry .

One of the oldest sports known 
to civilization has been revived in 
Sedalia in a big way—archery. 


The Osage Bowmen of .Sedalia, 
who first organized in 1930 as a 
target archery club and disbanded 
during the war. started a reorgani­ 
zation drive last September and 
now have about 34 active mem­ 
bers and one of the finest target 
ranges in the state. 


The reorganized group are mem 
hers of the Missouri Rowhunters, 
the 
state 
organization 
founded 
mostly through the efforts of one 
of their own members, Hugh Col­ 
lins. 
Hugh is the grand old man of 
archery in Missouri and was a 
charter member of the first Se- 
daha club. Along with his twin 
brother, Harry, Paul Jeffries, and 
others from this area, he brought 
the Sedalia club into the state tar­ 
get archery picture with Kansas 
City 
and 
St. 
Louis. 
They were 
joined by Springfield a few years 
later. 


These men circulated around the 
various tournaments then popular, 
big and small, and brought hack 
countless honors to Sedalia arch 
ery. But in recent years, bow hunt­ 
ing has replaced target archery 
as the leading sport m that field 
and the reorganized club has taken 
it up. 
Their range is located a few 
miles east of the Flat Creek cov­ 
ered bridge. It is beautifully laid 
out similar to a golf course with 
thick trees and underbrush instead 
of wide green fairways. Paths and 
the line of fire have been carved 
out of the woods. Instead of tees, 
the archers must shoot from mark­ 
ed positions shooting four arrows 
from each one. The targets are set 
at various lengths from the posi­ 
tions with ravines, slopes, and nar 
row openings as obstacles. 
The land, about 18 acres with 
ten now in use, has been leased 
from C. H. Leiter who has taken 
a strong interest in the sport al­ 
though he does not shoot. He do­ 
nated addditional land to expand 
the range so it could meet tourna­

If your treasures, big or little, 
blend into the background of your 
room, create a dramatic showcase 
to bring them into the foreground. 
Collectors of figurines, for exam­ 
ple, may have kept their treasures 
lined up on the mantel for so long 
nobody notices them anymore.
